Arrivals from Harbin stated that electric power was being sent to Harbin fron: 
the Hsiaofengmn Dam since the early part of April i948. 


The Commmiet authorities grant special privileges to transportation personnel; 
they received better pay than other public functionaries and are better off now 
than they were under the Nationalist administration. This move greatly facilitated 
the repairing of the railmys. The Kirin-laf: (127-17,43=51) and lafa-Harbin 
railways have been opened te public service. The KirineChangchun Reilva; had been 
Yvepaired ae far ag Chiutal (125~50,44-08),.

The treatment of the Nationalists Was very liberal. It was publicly announced that 
all Kuomintang members, members of the San Lin Chu I Youth Corps,and those connected 
with the Kuomintang had to register with the local authorities; otherwise, if dig« 
covered,they would be subject to penalty. Public servants under the National: 
administration could be reemployed if they so desired, Hi Tti-chtien (3A = ae) 
director af the Educational Department of the Nationalist Kirin Provincial Govern= 
ment, was captured by the Commnists while traveling from Kirin to Changchun, He 

was releaged and is now staying in Kirin. There were no blood persecutions of 

the Natiomliste in Kirin, ; 
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
